Hons In botany, snd incidentiily mentions tie
Jotroduced” water weed called water thyme or
Untinda weed, which was lirst secn in the Duuse
Loch in 1844, nexs in the Grand Janotion Usnal
near Murker Harboroogh, then in the Trent and
in the Cam, aud now it 18 found in neariy
every river and stream. “It bas boem largely
propagated by boatmen's ignorance of 1ts labiis,
lor cach of 1ts three-1obed Whorls hns the power
of growing even when floating down & streamn:
and the toothed folluge euubles 14 to catch nuy
tlament of confervm or weed, and ancnor iteeit
to beein w new life.” To aravle land in Boeland
au almost kindre! wulsance is the dodder, a

urisite weed spreading from plant o plaur, aod
eaviug red threads arounda the stems of lucern,
clover,vetehes, an | other like crops, Atinteryals
it shows small pink beadiike fowers, and 1t da-
stroys all vegetation with which it comes ia con-
tact, Mr. Burgess mentions itwo varieties of this

Spekiog of the derivations of fower names
Mr, Durgess fiuds some suggested by the np:
pearance of the plants, l-‘u!uhor,v, or “Fume de
Teire," s pamed from the yapordike appearance
which 118 pnie green leaves glve to the aaked
«o0ll, The nawe Dandelion, snd (ts botauleal
syuonym, Leontodon, poiut to the resemblance
of that piants deep cut leaves and back -turned
lobes 10 the Lion's tooth, “‘dent de lion.” The
Fritillary gots its npame from “Hiitillus,” & dige
box because of the chequered reddishparple
squares on the tulipshaped bell of that 11uw-. r.
I'he “foxglove™ is proved to be the folk's or
fairy’sglove, by the use of the names “fairy
tuimbles” and “fuiry bells,” to desigoate the
same flower in Munsier. “Cirduus,” the generie
Latin name of the thistle tribe, 8 from the
Celite “ard,” n point. O.her names have refor-
vnce Lo virtues supposed to be inherent, “Bo-
rage" 1s supposed to be a corraption of “coc"
or ‘“‘courage,” because of the cordinl quali-
ties with which it f& credited. Pliny sald
that it dispelled sadness, aud if taken with claret
cup or cool taukard we partly believe him, Sach
names as salvia verbeonuca, Old English olary,
tell their own tale. The nsmes Centaures and
Achillea, applied to the Corn Bluebotile and the
Milfoll, are allusive to the connection of Chiron
and his herole pupil with the gifts of healing,
Uther names, such s Saniom, St John's-wort,
Samphire (8t Pierre or sampeter), seem to ori-
gloute in supeistition, Toae samphire never
grows but on the senshore, yet never grows
within reach of the waves, No oue who has
chanced on Professor BurneVs ancedote of a
castawny sallor finding new hesrt and hope
when he grasped a samphire root oo a ledge of
rock, will not torget the association ol this plant
with Peter and »*Petra 7 “Ludy's Bedstraw,” us
Mr, Burgees claims to have dweovered from the
fact that Dish peasant girls use the regalar
whorls o' this plant fora rosary, Isreally
“Our Lady's Beadsiraw.” There 19 something
curious nbout the name Juniper. If we caunot
trace it up to its source, we can establish it asa
pamegiver 1o the gpirit which 1s flavored by its
berries.  *Gin ' is an abbreviation ot “*Gensva,”
our Anglicl=m for “Genlevre,” Lhe Freuch unme
of “Juniper.”

The poetionl and legendary associutions of
wild flowers are interesting, such us that of the
wood-sorrel with st. Patrick, the white dog-rose
with the Heuse of York, and of the perconial
dalsy with the unfortunate Margsret of Anjou,
and perbaps with a more lovable Margaret—
Marguerite of Valois, the frlend of Calvin and
Erasmus., The thisvle which originated the
Scotch order and emblem wae the beautiful
cotton thistle, on which the Danish invader trod
1o bis cost, when his ery of puain awoke the
Seotg to detense and to victory. The milk
thistle (Carduus AMarianus) hus white veins
ronning down lis larger leaves, which are said
to have originated in a dvop of the Virgin's milk,
ond a kinared faucy ascribies the black spot on
the lent of the spotted persicariato adropof our
Suviour's blood as He toiled np the Via Dolo-
rosa, Danewort, or dwari elder, 1s said ouly to
fpring wp where biood was eplit in the Danish
waurs, “Premorse Scabioons™ is g0 ealled becanse
of the fuble *‘that the Deville begrudzed man
#o good a herb aud bit away part of Lhe root.”
Upou this part of bie subject Mr, Burgess nas
bestowed conslderable paing, a8 ho has also in
trucing hume the inmates of gardens'to the sea-
shore und the hedgerow. Celery, beer, aspara-
gue, cabbage, kale, and fenpel have lelt tor
bomes of civilization the coasts and aalt
marshes where their wild origiuals exiat to tell
of whal they were, Lavender and the Pwony,
too, bave their elder brethreén by the seaside,
And we may apy day al the right seasons
chiance upon the earlier typee of the Baponaria,
Auvagaliis, Dinuthus, and Picotee of our gardens,
it we keep our eyes open in our walks afield,

Mow n Enltimore Mob Assailled a Pase
senger U'rain—Scandalons Treantment
ol the Pansengers,

The train which left Washington at 640 P. M,
vesterday for Phuadelphia, was attacked
Baultiwore about 7 o'clock, by oune of the most
villamous aud cutthroat looking mobs that ever
disgraced even Bultimore, The train consiated
of three pussenger cars from Washington, dlied
chiefly with male passengers, but g number of
Indy passengers were in the rearmost cars,

At Annapolis Junction, one of the lads who
usually sell pew=pupers on the train betweon
Baltimore and Wasbington commenced taking
a vote for the Presldency nmong the mule pus-
sengers, and alter golng through the train, he
1eported fifty voles for seymour and Blair, forty -
two for Grant aud Colfex, and seven ueuirsl, or
who dechined to tell how they nlended to vote
at the Presldential election.

The design of wukiog this vole was developed
when the train résched Ballimore. 1t was eyi-
dently Intended to “spot” the Repuplicans, to
make them the marks for the mob o the pre.
coneertea attack on the tram which took pluce
ot the President strecl depot. Many of the
passengers on the train to Baltimore wers way
travellers, who generally voted for Bialr, aud on
the arrival of the rain In Baltmore most of
them left ut Camden Sialion, leaviog the te-
wainlng passengers chieny Republicaos,

The gars were drawn throngh Baltlmore by
Lorses sepurntely, wnd as the orst ear, fu which
were the “smokers,” was balied on the east slde
of the President stveer depol, It was alinost
instuntly taken possession ol by a mob of roughs,
upwards of u hundred, who leaped upon the
frout #nd rcar plattoras, aud oscupled both
daore of exit, 20 6% Lo muke sure of the passen-
gers inside, The mob outside crowded agalust
the windows, howlhng lor Seymoor and Blair,
It was the Rebel yelt repented, which wus bheard
on wany & battlesfleld of the Repellion,

The roflisns inglde commenced no examination
ol each pusseuger as Lo where he lived, if ho was
going to Philadelphia to vote, and ending with
i threat that it any Grant and Col'ax men were
in the cax they would have their brams blown
oul,

A party of three or four sccosted Wilham
Thornton, & Phtladelpblan, and Assistunt Pur-
veyor at the Metropolivan Hotel, Washington,
who was sittivg quielly in his sceat, 10 this wise:
I'he leader presented & cocked revolver, which
he beld directly against Thoruton's mouth,
saying i—"Where do you live? Are you going
to Philladelphia to vete! Tell me, quick, or I'il
Llow your bralns out,” adding & horrid oath.
Thoruten begged them to spare his life, and to
mollity them told them be was one of Bill
MeMullin's crowd, in Plilludalrhiu. The man
with the pistol satd:=You lle! 1 belleve you
are one of the —— raditals going to Phllaje-
Ehia to vote; and if I thought you were, I would

i1l you right here "

Thoruton held up his hand and swore that he
told the truth, when the raffians left him beg.

A colored man, who sat in the rear of Mr,
Thornton, was vext sssuiled with black-incks
over the head, by three or four of the ruians,
for daring to *Ylook” at thew.

None of the passengers were armed, al least
no weapons were displuyed by them,

After the cars were coupled the mob un-
eoupled them, with shouts that they would
keep the train there, and not let it go lo Pulla-
delphia. The conductor and engineer, however
coupled up as rapidly ns possible, and succeeded
in runniog the “throogh curs” out to the switch,
and back again to the depot, to attach the Balti-
more car. This wans the sienal for snother
attack, The rioters agnin entered the smoking
car, and 8 man, standing on a front platform,
ran into the baggage oar, pursued by ns many
as could kick and beat bim,

During all the time thi= was going on there
were throe orfour uniformed policemen present,
who appear either to fraternize with the
rioters or to be afravd of them, for no arrests
were made, as could be seen from the curs,

A nuwber of Washington passengers, who in-
tended coming to Philadelphia, were left at
Baltimore, having escaped in the confusion.

How many were hurt, or whether any were
killed, could not be ascertained by the pnssen.
gers, a8 the train moved off while the exciled
crowi was roaming round the depot,
